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CHAPTER  1  -  MANAGING  ECOSYSTEMS 


The  Wild  Free-Roaming  Horse  and  Burro  Act,  hereafter  referred  to  as  the  Act, 
requires  the  Secretary  of  the  Interior  and  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  to  manage 
wild  horse  and  burro  (WHB)  herds  at  population  levels  that  allow  preservation  and 
maintenance  of  a  "thriving  natural  ecological  balance  and  multiple-use  relationship 
in  that  area." 

Appropriate  Management  Levels 

In  both  the  Bureau  of  Land  Management  (BLM)  and  the  Forest  Service  (FS),  the 
planning  process  plays  a  central  part  in  determining  what  constitutes  the 
appropriate  population  level  needed  for  each  herd  area  to  establish  or  maintain  a 
thriving  natural  ecological  balance.   This  population  number  is  known  as  the 
appropriate  management  level  (AML). 

Population  Levels 

Increased  budgets  over  the  1992, 1993, 1994,  and  1995  Fiscal  Years  (FY)  led  to 
significant  reductions  in  the  number  of  excess  animals  in  WHB  populations.   The 
population  of  wild  horses  decreased  from  an  estimated  high  in  1978  of  54,030 
animals  to  an  estimated  35,588  animals  at  the  end  of  FY  1995.   The  population  of 
wild  burros  decreased  from  an  estimated  high  in  1980  of  12,171  animals  to  an         _____ 
estimated  8,005  animals  at  the  end  of  FY  1995.  Part  of  the  decrease  in  populations  is 
attributed  to  drought  and  severe  winters  through  1994.     However,  the  mild,  wet 
winter  of  1994-95  produced  abundant  forage  and  a  large  crop  of  foals  near  a  25% 
recruitment  level.    This  rate  of  recruitment  could  mean  that  populations  may 
double  every  3  years. 

Herd  Management 

In  addition  to  the  AML,  management  objectives  for  the  herd  and  the  habitat  are 
generally  included  in  the  land  use  plan.  More  specific  management  actions  are 
developed  subsequently  in  a  herd  management  area  plan  (HMAP)  or  territory 
management  plan.   In  FY  1991,  91  HMAP's  were  signed  and  by  the  end  of  FY  1995 
the  figure  grew  to  99. 


The  land  use  planning  process  determines  whether  areas  identified  as  habitat  for 
wild  horses  and  burros  in  1971,  when  the  Act  was  passed,  are  suitable  for 
management  of  wild  horses  and  burros.   Through  the  planning  process,  the  BLM 
and  FS,  with  public  participation,  make  decisions  concerning  the  preferred  mix  of 
multiple  uses  in  a  given  planning  area.   Once  a  herd  management  area  (HMA)  or 
territory,  in  the  case  of  the  FS,  has  been  decided  on,  the  Agencies  consider  wild 
horses  and  burros  in  the  HMA  or  territory  as  one  of  the  uses  to  be  managed  in  the 
planning  area. 

Census 

The  BLM  conducts  a  census  of  each  of  the  186  HMA's  on  a  rotating  basis,  usually 
every  three  years.   Upon  the  direction  of  Congress,  Nevada  conducted  its  most 
comprehensive  census  in  FY  92  by  censusing  98%  of  its  HMA's.   The  BLM  census 
techniques  are  based  on  research  conducted  by  the  University  of  Minnesota  in  the 
early  1980's  under  the  auspices  of  the  National  Academy  of  Sciences  (NAS).   The 
year  for  the  most  recent  census  on  each  BLM  herd  area  is  shown  in  Appendix  A. 
Appendix  A  provides  herd  area  data  for  the  BLM,  including  population  numbers, 
and  Appendix  B  gives  similar  information  for  the  FS.   Agency  population  estimates 
reflecting  historical  populations  are  shown  in  Appendixes  C  and  D  for  the  BLM  and 
in  Appendixes  E  and  F  for  the  FS. 

Partnerships  and  Interagency  Cooperation 

In  FY  1993,  the  BLM  Nevada  State  Office  and  Region  4  of  the  Forest  Service  entered^ 
into  a  Memorandum  of  Understanding  involving  the  removal  and  adoption  of" 
excess  wild  horses  and  burros  from  lands  administered  by  the  Forest  Service.   This 
Memorandum  of  Understanding  provides  that  the  FS  is  responsible  for  all 
documentation  needed  to  remove  wild  horses  and  burros  within  their  jurisdiction 
and  will  reimburse  BLM  for  the  capture,  preparation  and  adoption  of  these  animals. 
A  similar  agreement  was  established  with  the  National  Park  Service  for  the  Lake 
Mead  National  Recreation  Area. 

Removals 

The  law  requires  both  Secretaries  to  remove  excess  wild  horses  and  burros  once  the 
determination  has  been  made  that  an  overpopulation  exists  within  a  herd. 
Rationale  for  the  removal  decision  must  be  based  on  current  monitoring  data.

The  Act  directs  the  Secretaries  to  achieve  AML's  by  removals,  destruction  of  excess 
animals,  or  other  options,  including  sterilization.  -  The  Wild  Horse  and  Burro 
Advisory  Board  supported  fertility  control  as  a  possible  tool  for  improving  on-the- 
ground  management  in  an  effective  and  humane  way.  The  BLM  and  the  Forest 
Service  voluntarily  placed  a  moratorium  on  destruction  of  healthy  wild  horses  and 
burros  in  1982.  Every  year  since  FY  1988,  Congress  has  included  a  prohibition  on 
destruction  of  healthy  animals  in  the  annual  Department  of  the  Interior 
Appropriations  Act. 

Fertility  Control  and  Other  Research 

The  BLM  initiated  immunocontraception  research  and  a  pilot  fertility  control  effort 
in  FY  1992.   The  test  areas  include  the  Antelope  and  Antelope  Valley  HMA's  in 
northeast  Nevada.   The  study  is  evaluating  the  effectiveness  of  two  applications  of 
the  immunocontraceptive  vaccine:  the  first  being  a  two  shot  protocol  where  a 
booster  shot  is  required  after  30  days  and  the  second  a  single  shot  protocol  requiring — - 
no  booster.   The  study  is  also  evaluating  the  effects  on  the  animal's  health  and 
behavior. 

Initial  results  of  the  research  show  the  two  shot  protocol  to  be  100%  effective  in 
preventing  pregnancy  while  the  single  shot  protocol  was  only  effective  in  reducing 
reproduction  60%  from  normal.   Normally,  approximately  53%  of  wild  horse  mares 
will  become  pregnant  each  year.  Although  effective,  the  two  shot  protocol  is  not 
practical  as  a  management  tool.  Final  results  of  the  study  will  be  available  in 
December  1996. 


CHAPTER  2  -  IMPROVING  CUSTOMER  SERVICE 


Relocation/Staffing 

The  National  Wild  Horse  and  Burro  Program's  Headquarters  personnel  and  records 
were  moved  from  Washington,  D.C.  to  Reno,  Nevada  in  August  1992.   The 
Division  of  Wild  Horse  and  Burro  Management  (WO-250)  was  renamed  the  Wild 
Horse  and  Burro  National  Program  Office  (NPO).  The  primary  goal  of  this  action 
was  to  move  functions  and  personnel  closer  to  the  on-the-ground  resource.    A 
program  evaluation  showed  the  rightsizing  of  the  Wild  Horse  and  Burro  Program 
has  proven  to  be  one  of  the  most  successful  examples  of  relocating  Headquarters 
offices  to  field  locations.   Experience  has  shown  that  although  the  program  no 
longer  resides  in  Washington,  D.C,  it  continues  to  serve  a  National-level 
constituency. 

Other  rightsizing  organizational  changes  include  placing  the  National  Wild  Horse 
and  Burro  Center  at  Palomino  Valley  (PVC),  Nevada  and  the  Mid-Continent  WHB 
Facility,  in  Elm  Creek,  Nebraska  under  the  supervision  of  the  NPO.   The  purpose  of 
this  was  to  provide  a  single  point  of  accountability  for  the  flow  of  animals  from 
preparation  to  adoption. 

Current  full  time  staffing  at  the  NPO  includes  a  WHB  Program  Chief,  three  Natural 
Resource  Specialists,  one  wildlife  biologist,  and  an  administrative  assistant,  as-weH"" 
as  the  facility  managers  and  staffs  at  the  Palomino  Valley  and  Elm  Creek  facilities. 
Program  emphasis  includes  adoption  and  compliance,  the  Nevada  program, 
administration  and  logistics,  and  information  and  education.   Only  three  states  have 
full  time  wild  horse  and  burro  specialists  for  their  state,  Arizona,  Montana  and  New 
Mexico.   903  employees  were  involved  in  one  way  or  another  in  the  WHB  program 
in  FY  1995. 

Strategic  Planning 

On  June  4,  1992,  the  Director  of  the  BLM  approved  the  program's  first  long-range 
strategic  planning  document  -"Strategic  Plan  for  the  Management  of  Wild  Horses 
and  Burros  on  Public  Lands".   This  plan  provides  for  the  development  and 
implementation  of  a  long  range  strategy  for  the  management  of  wild  horses  and 
burros.  See  Appendix  A.

On  October  27-30, 1992,  a  meeting  was  held  which  was  specifically  devoted  toward 
implementation  of  the  Strategic  Plan.   This  meeting  was  the  largest  group  of 
program  specialists,  managers  and  wild  horse  and  burro  advocacy  groups  ever 
assembled.   Nine  workgroups  were  formed  to  develop  various  products  and 
recommendations  for  plan  implementations.    A  similar  meeting  was  held  in  June 
1995  to  update  and  revise  the  strategic  plan. 

As  part  of  implementing  the  Strategic  Plan,  BLM  issued  new  policy  in  October  1992, 
to  selectively  remove  only  those  animals  that  can  be  placed  in  private  care  through 
the  adoption  program.    Animals  removed  from  herd  areas  will  be  limited  to 
adoptable  animals  five  years  and  younger. 

For  removals  outside  of  herd  areas,  adoptable  animals  9  years  and  younger  may  be 
removed  and  placed  in  the  adoption  program.  All  unadoptable  animals  and  those 
10  years  and  older  will  be  returned  to  a  herd  area. 

When  removal  of  wild  horses  from  private  land  is  requested  by  the  landowner  or 
animals  must  be  removed  in  response  to  emergency  conditions,  adoptable  animals  9 
years  of  age  and  younger  may  be  removed  and  placed  in  the  adoption  program.  The 
remaining  older  animals  that  must  be  removed  will  be  returned  to  a  herd  area. 

In  August  1993,  draft  standardized  position  descriptions  for  District  and  Resource 
Area  Wild  Horse  and  Burro  Specialists  were  issued  for  review  and  comment.   The 
standardized  position  descriptions  were  issued  in  response  to  one  of  the  key        ___— 
ingredients  of  the  Strategic  Plan  for  Management  of  Wild  Horses  and  Burros  on 
Public  Lands  involving  professional  development  of  employees  within  the  Wild 
Horse  and  Burro  Program.   The  Wild  Horse  and  Burro  Steering  Committee 
endorsed  this  recommendation.    The  BLM  implemented  the  use  of  these  position 
descriptions  in  FY  1994. 

Steering  Committee 

The  Assistant  Director  for  Land  and  Renewable  Resources  formed  a  steering 
committee  to  provide  internal  direction  and  guidance  to  the  wild  horse  and  burro 
program.   The  steering  committee  is  comprised  of  the  Associate  State  Directors  from 
five  states  and  a  representative  from  the  Forest  Service.   The  committee  is  co- 
chaired  by  the  Deputy  Assistant  Director  for  Land  and  Renewable  Resources  and  the 
Associate  State  Director,  Nevada.   The  committee  meets  at  least  annually. 


Improving  Business  Practices 

In  August  1993,  the  BLM  solicited  bids  for  40  acres  in  the  Kearney,  Nebraska  area 
where  a  Wild  Horse  and  Burro  facility  would  be  constructed.  This  facility  has  the 
capacity  to  hold  up  to  500  head  of  animals  and  is  used  to  rest  animals  being  sent  to 
temporary  adoption  locations  in  the  Eastern  and  Southern  States.   This  facility  is 
run  by  BLM  personnel  and  became  operational  the  summer  of  1994. 

BLM  issued  guidance  to  establish  some  uniformity  for  new  and  existing  prison 
programs.   Major  points  of  this  guidance  are:  the  value  of  the  program  to  the 
inmates  should  be  recognized  along  with  the  benefits  to  the  Wild  Horse  and  Burro 
Program;  the  cost  to  BLM  should  not  exceed  the  prevailing  cost  of  feed  and 
veterinarian  care  for  the  animals;  the  length  of  time  the  horses  are  held  at  the 
facility  should  be  limited  to  sixty  days;  the  maximum  number  of  horses  at  the  prison 
should  not  exceed  100  head;  and,  BLM  funds  will  not  be  used  for  costs  associated 
with  the  construction  and  maintenance  of  the  horse  training  facility. 

Oversight 

The  Wild  Horse  and  Burro  Advisory  Board  held  it's  final  meeting  in  Washington, 
D.C.  in  January  1992,  where  they  presented  their  recommendations  to  the  Secretaries 
of  the  Interior  and  Agriculture.    Their  recommendations  were  published  in  the 
Ninth  Report  to  Congress. 

The  Office  of  Inspector  General  initiated  in  1993  a  review  of  the  cooperative        ^__, 
agreements  for  operating  wild  horse  sanctuaries  and  the  New  Mexico  prison-  horse 
training  program.   The  objective  of  the  review  was  to  determine  the  cost 
effectiveness  of  protecting,  managing  and  controlling  wild  horses  in  the  Bureau's 
sanctuaries  and  prison  training  programs.  The  report  was  completed  in  FY  94. 

The  FY  93,  94,  and  95  appropriation  bills  for  Interior  and  Related  Agencies  increased 
the  Bureau's  WHB  budget  to  allow  it  to  begin  implementing  its  6-year  strategy  plan 
which  calls  for  an  increased  emphasis  on  habitat  inventory  and  monitoring,  herd 
census,  the  development  of  land  management  plans,  and  an  increased  reliance  on 
selective  removal  and  fertility  control  measures. 


CHAPTER  3  -  PRIVATE  CARE 


Adoption 


During  FY's  1992  through  1995  the  BLM  placed  approximately  33,000  wild  horses 
and  burros  in  private  care.  The  table  below  shows  adoptions  by  year  and  by  species.

Most  adoptions  took  place  at  temporary  adoption  sites  held  throughout  the  United 
States.   154  adoption  events  were  held  during  FY  94  and  95.  Wild  horses  and  burros 
also  were  offered  for  adoption  at  BLM  preparation  facilities  in  the  West;  a  contract 
adoption  center  located  in  Cross  Plains,  Tennessee;  and  at  prison  training  centers. 

Prison  Training 

The  prison  training  program  provides  a  service  to  the  BLM  and  positive  work 

experience  to  inmates  in  four  States  -  California,  Colorado,  New  Mexico,  and    '_ __— 

Wyoming.   BLM  transports  wild  horses  to  the  prisons  to  be  trained.   Training  of 
wild  horses  in  prisons  varies  from  halter  trained  to  being  trained  to  ride.   Customers 
of  these  facilities  include  the  public,  city,  state,  and  federal  agencies  and  not-for- 
profit  groups.  Several  of  the  prison  programs  are  conducted  at  little  cost  to  the 
WHB  program,  being  self  sufficient  through  cost  recovery  from  their  customers. 

Sanctuaries 

To  improve  cost  effectiveness  and  direct  more  money  to  the  on-the-grbund 
management,  BLM  discontinued  funding  the  South  Dakota  sanctuaries  after  FY 
1993  and  went  to  a  single  more  administratively  efficient  sanctuary  in  Oklahoma.   A 
non-federallv  funded  sanctuary  continues  to  exist  in  Hot  Springs,  South  Dakota. 

In  the  spring  of  1992  and  into  early  fall  of  1993,  an  effort  was  made  to  reduce  the 
number  of  wild  horses  in  the  sanctuaries.   The  wild  horses  which  had  the  most 
adoptable  characteristics  were  offered  for  adoption.  Through  this  effort,  580  wild 
horses  were  adopted  from  the  South  Dakota  sanctuary  and  395  wild  horses  were 
adopted  from  the  Oklahoma  sanctuary. 


In  June  1993,  the  BLM  awarded  a  contract  to  the  Tadpole  Cattle  Company  in 
Bartlesville,  Oklahoma  for  a  wild  horse  sanctuary.   Tadpole  Cattle  Company  was 
one  of  three  existing  sanctuaries.   This  new  contract  was  issued  to  consolidate  all 
sanctuary  wild  horses  into  one  location.  The  contract,  as  awarded,  was  issued  to 
house  up  to  2,000  horses.   However,  the  Black  Hills  Wild  Horse  Sanctuary,  run  by 
Dayton  Hyde,  declared  that  by  the  end  of  FY  93  it  would  be  self  sufficient  and  that 
those  wild  horses  presently  there  could  remain  at  no  charge  to  the  government. 

In  FY  1994,  a  strategy  was  developed  to  market  the  remaining  sanctuary  horses  to 
bring  them  into  the  adoption  program  and  reduce  the  costs  of  maintaining  these 
horses.  In  1995,  efforts  to  adopt  older  mares  proved  to  be  somewhat  successful. 
However,  geldings  were  not  readily  adopted  by  the  public.  Cost  analysis  showed  that 
the  cost  to  gather  and  adopt  these  older  unadoptable  animals  far  exceeded  the 
expense  to  maintain  them  in  the  sanctuary. 

CHAPTER  4  -  COMPLIANCE  AND  ENFORCEMENT 


The  BLM  and  the  FS  are  responsible  for  protecting  wild  free-roaming  horses  and 
burros  on  the  range  and  adopting  animals  as  well.   The  Wild  Free-Roaming  Horse 
and  Burro  Act  provides  for  "a  fine  of  not  more  than  S2,000,  or  imprisonment  for 
more  than  one  year,  or  both"  for  violations  of  the  Act. 

On-the-range  violations  of  the  Act  included  a  total  of  55  burros  and  one  horse  found 
shot  to  death.  The  investigations  and  prosecutions  on  these  shootings  are  still 
continuing.   Additionally,  three  cases  of  illegal  removal  of  wild  horses  have  been 
referred  to  the  U.  S.  Attorney  for  further  action. 

Most  compliance  work  involved  adopted  wild  horses  and  burros.   In  attempting  to 
protect  adopted  wild  horses  and  burros,  the  BLM  conducted  inspections  of  about 
5,434  horses  and  357  burros  in  the  care  of  4,167  adopters  in  FY  92  and  93.  In  FY  94 
and  95,  4,912  horses  were  inspected  and  650  burros  in  the  care  of  3,683  adopters.  In 
some  cases,  these  inspections  revealed  problems  that  required  either  administrative 
or  legal  action.  The  BLM's  primary  concern  is  to  remedy  any  undesirable  situation 
as  quickly  as  possible  and  to  assure  the  welfare  of  the  adopted  animals. 

Many  inspections  are  the  result  of  complaints  from  private  citizens  or  humane 
groups.  The  BLM  policy  also  requires  regular  inspections  for  untitled  adopted 
animals  maintained  in  groups  of  five  or  more  at  one  location.   BLM  has  a  goal  to 
inspect  a  minimum  of  5%  of  all  untitled  animals  each  year  to  insure  that  adopted 
animals  are  receiving  proper  care. 


In  addition,  Bureauwide  there  are  eight  other  cases  pending  at  the  U.  S.  Attorney's 
Office.   These  cases  involve  the  sale  of  untitled  horses  and  abuse  of  adopted  animals. 
For  minor  infractions  of  the  Act,  the  BLM  issued  six  citations  to  adopters  in  FY  92 
and  64  citations  in  FY  93.   Eight  were  issued  in  1994,  and  nine  citations  in  1995. 


CHAPTER  5  -  FISCAL  ACCOUNTABILITY 


Wild  Horse  And  Burro  Management 

Funds  for  BLM's  management  of  wild  horses  and  burros  are  provided  through;  (1)  a 
direct  annual  appropriation,  and  (2)  by  an  indefinite  appropriation  derived  from 
adoption  receipts.    Appropriations  for  BLM's  Wild  Horse  and  Burro  Management 
subactivity  and  the  corresponding  FS  appropriation  levels  for  FY's  1992  through 
1995  are  shown  below.   Funding  levels  for  the  wild  horse  program  since  1972  are 
provided  in  Appendix  H.

CHAPTER  6  -  PROGRAM  RULEMAKING 

In  July  1992,  the  BLM  published  a  final  rule  allowing  decisions  to  remove  excess 
wild  horses  and  burros  from  the  range  to  be  placed  in  full  force  and  effect,  while  still 
maintaining  the  right  of  the  public  to  appeal  a  decision  after  it  has  been 
implemented.  The  purpose  of  this  rulemaking  is  to  allow  the  BLM  to  expeditiously 
capture  and  remove  excess  wild  horses  and  burros,  to  prevent  injury  or  death  to  the 
animals,  to  reduce  damage  to  soil,  vegetation,  and  water  resources  on  the  public 
lands  and  to  reduce  the  future  cost  of  removing  and  placing  wild  horses  and  burros. 

Foal  Regulations 

Effective  July  1,  1994,  the  definition  of  wild  horses  and  burros  in  the  regulations 
were  revised  to  exclude  foals  born  to  wild  horses  and  burros  after  approval  of  a 
private  maintenance  and  care  agreement.   Such  foals  are  the  property  of  the  adopter 
of  the  parent  mare  and  jenny.

CHAPTER  7  -  OUTLOOK 


Decreasing  budgets  will  lead  to  increasing  populations,  decreased  adoption 
compliance,  decreased  field  investigations,  and  fewer  visitor  services.   BLM  will 
need  to  generate  additional  revenue  from  the  adoption  program,  implement 
fertility  control,  and  provide  fewer  visitor  services  to  compensate  for  decreased 
funding.
